Bill Passes

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


House has passed and sent to 
the Senate legislation that would 
boost the pensions of 1.8 million 
veterans, widows and dependent 
children by more than $100 mil- 
lion annually. 


The bill, opposed by the John- 


son administration, would be- 
come effective Jan. 1 and would 
apply to veterans of both world 
wars and the Korean conflict. It 
received 
House approval Mon- 


day by a 315-2 roll-call vote. 


The House Veterans Affairs 


Committee said the increases, 
involving 
nonservice-connected 


disability pensions, would aver- 
age 4.4 per cent for veterans, 8.2 
per cent for widows, 6.4 percent 
for widows with dependent chil- 
dren and 14.3 per cent for veter- 
ans whose disabilities require 
them to remain at home.

He said Mon- 
day night he had the support of 
half the Southern governors. 


Louisiana Gov. John J. Me- 


Keithen 
said Johnson 
should 


take a stronger stand against 
demonstrators' "anarchy in the 
streets." 


Mississippi Gov. Paul 
B. 


Johnson Jr. said he is at a dis- 
advantage in coping with occa- 
sional violence stemming from 
the integration "burden placed 
on the South's back." 


Wallace drew the most atten- 


tion since he Is in the forefront 
of resistance to federal Integra* 
tlon moves, 


The other governors 
hedgec 


about Wallace, merely acknowl* 
edging he would be a powerful 
contender if conditions remain 
the same In 1968.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Adam Clayton Powell's future 
as 
chairman of the House Edu- 


cation 
and Labor Committee 


may be decided Thursday by 
the 10 Republican members of 
the committee. 


As of today 
most of the GOP 


members professed not to have 
decided how they will vote — if 
they vote at all — in the show- 
down on a move to strip the 
controversial New York Demo- 
crat of most of his power and 
leave him with the empty title 
of chairman. 


Spearheading the drive to clip 


Powell's wings is Rep. Sam M. 
Gibbons, D-Fla., who long has 
jousted with the Negro chair- 
man and wants to split Powell's 
powers 
among an 
executive 


group 
of 
six 
subcommittee 


chairmen. 


From 9 to 12 of the 21 commit- 


tee Democrats reportedly are 
siding with Gibbons. If all com- 
mittee members vote, Gibbons 
would have to have some Re- 
publican help to muster the 16 
votes needed to win. 


Gibbons expressed confidence 


he would come up with the nec- 
essary strength. 


"I have the votes," he told a 


reporter, 


"I'm not going to lose," Pow- 


ell said with equal confidence. 
"Did 
you ever see me lose 


one?" 


Powell told the House Monday 


that under his chairmanship 55 
major pieces of legislation have 
been brought to the House floor 
and passed. He said they In- 
clude some of the most far- 
reaching educational measures 
in the nation's history. 


The House Democratic lead- 


ership was taking a hands-off 
attitude. Speaker John W. Me- 
Cormack told newsmen the de- 
cision on Powell's future was a 
committee matter. 


Republicans said they had not 


been approached by the dissi- 
dent Democrats and had not 
taken a party position. If they 
decide not to vote at the show- 
down scheduled for Thursday 
morning, Gibbons would have to 
muster 11 of the 21 Democrats 
to win. If the Republicans do 
show up and vote, most of them 
reportedly would side with Gib- 
bons. 


Not ruled out was the possibil- 


ity 
of a 
compromise before 


Thursday's session. 


Some members would just as 


soon put off the showdown until 
the new Congress convenes next 
January. The current move to 
strip Powell would be effective 
only for the remainder of the 
present session. 


Behind 
It Is dissatisfaction 


with Powell's private and per- 
sonal activities, some members 
claiming his frequent absences 
from Washington and his office 
payroll practices have reflected 
on the House Itself and have 
Impeded legislation.

Grave Aftereffects Peril 
Electric Shock Survivors

Many people have the im- 


pression that if an electric 
s h o c k doesn't kill yon, you 
have nothing to worry about. 
Unfortunately there is mount- 
ing evidence that those who 
survive may incur serious in- 
juries. There are a number of 
factors. The type of current 
is important. Other circum- 
stances being equal, an alter- 
nating current is three or four 
times as dangerous as a direct 
c u r re n t. Death may result 
from as little as '220 volts if it 
causes the heart to fibrillate. 
Although some persons sur- 
v i v e exposure to several thou- 
sand volts, deaths from over 
1.000 volts arc caused by pa- 
ralysis of the respiratory cen- 
ter' in the brain. 


Other important factors are 


the duration of contact with 
the current, the part of the 
body through which the cur- 
ri'iii t r a v e l s. electric resist- 
ance at the contact point and 
the victim's general health at 
the time of the accident. 


The late effects of electric 


s h o c k may be seen in the 
nervous system (paralysis or 
sensory disturbances) or the 
blood v e s s e l s (hemorrhage 
and clotting two w e e k s or 
more after the accident). 


Recently Urs. 1,. H. Hrinn 


and .1. E. M o s e l e y of New 
York observed a man who re- 
ceived a 2,fiOO-v()lt shock that 
lasted about 20 seconds. He 
didn't pass out or even re- 
q u i r e artificial respiration. 
The current went in one hand 
and out the other. As a result 
he had pain, swelling and lim- 
itation of m o t i o n of both 
shoulders. This was attributed 
to internal burns and no X-- 
rays were t a k e n until 18 
months later. At that time this 
man was found to have frac- 
tures in both arms produced 
by the intense jerking of his 
arm muscles at the time of the 
a c c i d e n t . Furthermore the 


bony shell the humcrus forms 
around the marrow had be- 
come very thin.
